THE CASE IN LOUISIANA. 

The State of Louisiana has been a source 
of national political disturbance ever since 
the reoceupation of the State by the Union 
forces. The Government organized by Gen. 
Bars had a short but turbulent life, during 
which all the elections were more or less dis- 


“honest. Later came the State Government 


elected under military control. An attempt 
in 1866 by the State Convention to meet to 
propose amendments to the State Constitu- 
tion resulted in the wholesale massacre of 
the delegates by the New Orleans police, 
then under the command of the ex-Rebels. 
In 1867 a new Constitution was adopted, and 
in 1868 the State voted for Szrmour. Wan- 
uorn was Governor four years, and his term 
was a troublous one. In 1872 Warmorsz 
supported Gnxxxxx and the Democratic State 
ticket, leading to the exciting and angry 
complications, including the interference of 
the United States troops and the legal-mili- 
tary enforcement of the Ketioca Govern- 
ment. Then followed other scandals, riots, 
frauds, and abuses, ending in the Pexw revo- 
lution in January, 1875, whereby the State 
Government was forcibly deposed and 
another established, requiring another armed 
intervention by the United States. Louis- 
iana has for twelve years been a greater dis- 
turbance to the Union than it was when it 
was in open rebellion. 

The Democratic and Republican visitors 
now at New Orleans have a fair opportunity 
of learning the true inwardness of Louisiana 
politics. —The Democrats will be brought face 
to face with a fair exhibit of the fact of the 
wholesale intimidation of the negro popuia- 
tion, and of the means by which that in- 
timidation is accomplished. They will learn 
much from the history of the election in East 
Feliciana. ‘There there was a registered vote 
equivalent to 850 Republican majority. The 
law requires registration to authorize voting. 
The registrar of that parish on his way to the 
polls was beset by ruffians, fired at, and had 
by flight to save his life. Under these cir- 
cumstances, the so-called election in that 
parish was something outside the law ; there 
was an absence of the registry books; an 
absence of the legal officers of the election, 
and the election that was held was an 
impromptu affair, unknown to the law, 
at which no one participated but those who 
manufactured the 1,700 Democratic ma- 
jority. If this statement be true, there was 
no legal election held in that parish, and no 
votes lawfully polled, aud no returns of such 
an election can have any validity. These 
Northern Democrats should inform them- 
selves of the details of this whole business 
of intimidation and ‘‘ bulldozing,” whereby 
the minority of a county or a precinct can 
have things all their own way by so frighten- 
ing the majority that the latter do not dare 
to go near the polls. The Democrats down 
at the St. Louis Convention declared that 
the Fifteenth Amendment was a fundamental 
law of the Union to be religiously observed, 
and these Northern Democrats should in- 
form themselves of the ways in which that 
amendment is avoided, violated, and de- 


feated in Louisiana and elsewhere by their 


brethren. 

We suggest, also, to the Republicans and 
Democrats at New Orleans that they famil- 
iarize themselves with the frauds and prac- 
tices charged against the other side. When 
the Wm Committee went to New 
Orleans, in 1875, they did not hesitate to 
uncover and expose the wrongs committed 
by both sides, and they demanded that both 
sides should correct those wrongs, undo 
those frauds, and adopt an honest settlement. 
Honesty is above all things, and we fear that 
it is always too little appreciated by the poli- 
ticians at New Orleans.

A GOVERNMENTAL MONSTROSITY.

The project in the headless Times office is 
that responsible Government shall be ob- 
tained by enabling the popular branch of 

e House of Representatives—to 
elect the President. The scheme is not out- 
lined any more fully than this, but it would 
follow as a matter of course that there would 
be a Presidential election once in two years 
at least, since a new Congress is chosen every 
two years, and as much oftener as there 
might be an appeal to the country. The first 
obvious effect of such a plan would be to 
merge the executive in the legislative branch. 
Congress would not merely make the laws, 
‘but it would administer them. It would only 
remain to absorb the judiciary function in 
the same way to make Congress absolute, and 
this would not probably be long 
deferred. The President being a crea- 
ture of Congress, the power of appointment 
now vested in him would be. practically ve- 
toed in the ring majority of Congress, 
which would proceed like any other ring to 
enlarge the patronage, increase the number- 
of its office-holders, and build up a vast army 
of stipendiaries, upon which it could depend 
for sustaining any and all of its acts. The 
failure of this army of stipendiaries at any 
time to control the country in behalf of the 
Congressional cabal would simply set up an- 
other cabal with a sweeping revulsion in the 
civil service, and still more thorough prepa- 
rations against dislodgment. The veto power 
would practically fall into disuse, even if 
nominally retained, because the President 
would be the creature of Congress. 
Congress would necessarily be the judge 
of the election of its own mem- 
bers, and the cabal could thus perpetu- 
ate itself, meanwhile constantly enlarging 
its own powers, increasing its own pay, ex- 
tending its patronage, and tightening the 
lines over people. That Republics are in as 
much danger from cabais as from individual 
despotism has been taught by the experience 
of Venice and Greece. The plan of the 
Times, instead of providing a responsible 
Government, would set up an itresponsible 
oligarchy. 

Perhaps the probable result of the pro- 
posed headless system of Government may 
be illustrated by the present condition of the 
Times office, which, being heacless while 
Keenan's editorship is in question, admits of 
every variety of opinion on the same day in 
parallel columns, affirms and denies, prays 
and curses, blows hot and i. blows 
cold, and generally flops around like 
a newly decapitated barn-yard fowl. 
In a strictly governmental way, the 
character and management of the Cook Coun- 
ty Board of Commissioners will serve to give 
a faint idea of what might be expected from 
the suppression of an executive branch of the 
General Government. The County Board 
controls the affairs of this county, elects its 
own President, is subject to no veto or check, 
and a more irresponsible, corrupt, and dis- 
graceful body it would be impossible to 
imagine. To lodge similar, or even greater, 
powers in a National Board, with a whole 
continent and forty-four millions of people 
to prey upon and an illimitable power of 
patronage, would be an exaggerated form of 
our present county system, and it would 
soon make an end of the Republic, The 
acephalous dreamer and amateur statesman 
of the Chicago Times ought to give the pub- 
lic a little rest from this overdose of tom- 
foolery.

RUSSIA ON A WAR-FOOTING. 

That the warlike speech of the Czar was 
not all talk, is shown by the prompt and en- 
ergetic manner in which the Government is 
putting its army upon the war-basis, and pre- 
paring for the emergency which may follow 
the close of the Conference, in case its de- 
cision shall not be acceptable to Russia or 
the Porte shall not accept the Russian con- 
ditions. In point of fact, the Government 
is proceeding as if war were actually declared, 
The force which will threaten Turkey from 
the Bessarabian frontier is already mobilized, 
amounting to 195,292 infantry, armed with the 
American-Berdan rifle, 26,788 cavalry, and ar- 
tillery armed with 624 breech-loading canaon, 
and one contingent of this force is already on 
its way, having left St. Petersburg yesterday 
for Kischenoff, a few miles northwest of 
Odessa and near the Pruth, the scene of so 
many historical battles. The next year’s 
contingent of recruits, amounting to 200,000, 
has already been called upon, instead of 
waiting till April, the usual time. The ex- 
port of horses from Western and Southern 
Russia has been stopped. The Government 
has taken possession of all the railway lines, 
the freight traffic on the Polish frontier lines 
southward has also been stopped and hospi- 
tals are being rapidly established. All this 
indicates war, and with such certainty that 
even Lord Dexsy has become alarmed, and 
is on the point of addressing a note to the 
Powers in protest. 

The imminence of war makes the fighting 
strength of Russia a matterof interest. We 
have already given the military resources of 
Turkey and the Sclavie provinces in very 
complete detail. By a ukase issued in 1874, 
and still in force, the armed forces of the 
Empire consist of a standing army and of 
a militia, and every Russian subject who has 
reached the age of 20 is liable to service,

The navy consists of two great 
divisions,—the fleet of the Baltic and that 
of the Black Seas, besides the smaller fleets 
of the Caspian, Aral, Siberian, and White 
Sea fleets. The total comprises 108 men-of- 
war, 1,477 officers, and 7,217 seamen. The 
iron-clad fleet of war comprise one mastless 


turret-ship, the powerful Peter the Great, 8° 


frigates, 3 corvettes, 14 turret monitors, and 
3 floating batteries, a total of 23 vessels, car- 
rying 184 guns, This was the naval strength 
as officially given at the end of 2875, but 
since that time two circular-shaped monitors 
have been launched at Sevastopol, and im- 
portant accessions have been made to the 
Black Sea fleet. Counting all the smaller 
vessels in the service, the entire fleet consists 
of 225 steam vessels, with 521 guns, of a 
total tonnage of 172,501, and totai horse- 
power of 31,978. The administration of the 
navy isin the hands of the Minister of 
Marine, assisted by an Admiralty Council, 
but the supreme command of the fleet is 
vested in the Grand Admiral, now the Grand 
Duke Constantin, brother of the Czar. 

The main strength of this vast military 
force will be ‘concentrated at two points. 
The first army is already gathering about 
Kichinev, in the vicinity of the Pruth, which 
divides Bessarabia from Roumania. Across 
this river her forees will sweep down through 
Roumania into Bulgaria, threatening Con- 
stantinople on the left. To meet this force, 
the Turks are about concentrating 200,000 
men in Bulgaria, They are also strengthen- 
ing Widdin and other Danubian fortresses, 
and reinforcing the fleet on that river. The 
second army will have Tiflis as its base, on 
the trans-Caucasian side, and operate in Ar- 
menia, which is friendly to Russia, Trebi- 
zond, and Siva, threatening Constantinople 
on the right. A powerful army is already 
concentrated at Tiflis, with no correspond- 
ing Turkish army to meet it, so that 
the principal fighting, if war should be 
declared, would be in European Turkey. 
Whether that war will take place depends 
upon the willingness of the Porte to grant 
the Russian ultimatum, which is tantamount 
to complete Sclavic independence. There 
are two very good grounds for supposing 
that the Porte may refuse to grant the con- 
ditions; first, because the Turks are in the 
very flush of their victory over the Servians ; 
and second, because the recent ill-timed 
speech of Lord Braconsrrexp has given the 
Porte fresh encouragement to hope for help 
from that quarter, notwithstanding the em- 
phatic declaration of the London Iimes that 
the Porte must be convinced that, if it stub- 
bornly refuses to give guarantees, it will 
stand alone.” 

THE ELECTION OF 1800. 

The suspense in which the issue of the 
recent Presidential vote is held has recalled 
the election of 1800, memorable for the con- 
test between Burr and Jxrrxnsox, when the 
President was not elected till Feb. 17, 1801, 
and when there was serious danger that the 
4th of March would come without an elec- 
tion, and leave a vacancy in the Chief-Mag- 
istracy. This contest took place before the 
adoption of the Twelfth Amendment, and 
the Constitution then provided that the per- 
son receiving next to the highest number of 
votes for President should be Vice-President. 
Jerrrrson was the Republican candidate for 
Bresident and Burr the Republican candi- 
date for Vice-President; Apams and Pryckx- 
wey were the Federalist candidates. There 
was not then, as now, a uniform system 
of appointing Electors. Some of the 
States chose their “Electors by dis- 
trict, as Congressmen are now chos- 
en, which gave a divided Electoral vote; 
some chosen by a popular majority as at 
present, and in South Carolina the Electors 
were appointed by the Legislature. As the 
majority turned upon the action of South 
Carolina, the suspense lasted until early in 
December,—two weeks after Congress met ; 
and even then the issue was not determined, 
as the Electors appointed by the South Car- 
olina Legislature made the vote in the Elec- 
toral College 73 for Jerrzrson, 73 for Burr, 
65 for Apams, and 64 for Pivcxngzy. This 
threw the election into the House of Repre- 
sentativ ere each State had one vote, 
controlled by a majority of its delegation, 
and it required a majority of all the State 
votes to elect the President. 

A plot was now hatched by the Federalists 
to defeat Jerrzrson by choosing Bonn. It is 
maintained by some that Bonn was privy to 
this plot, and by others that he refused to 
give it his sanction or aid. The plot would 
perhaps have been carried out had it not 
been for the strenuous opposition of ALrxan- 
per Hamiron,—not that he disliked Jerrrr- 
son less, but that he distrusted Burr more. 
As it was, a dead-lock was secured in the 
House, which had adopted a resolution not 
to adjourn till the President had been 
chosen. Of the sixteen States, Jerrznson 
had eight and Bonn six, and the votes of 
two—Vermont and Maryland—were divided. 
This dead-lock continued during seven days. 
The country was under intense excitement 
and that there was free talk of a dissolution 
of the Union, of bloodshed and civil war, is 
evident from the newspaper correspondence 
of the day. A letter in the Baltimore Ameri- 
can said: 

The proceedings of Congress these three days 
have exhibited the mysterious character of a Pon- 
tifical conclave, rather than the open and dignified 
features of the Legislature of an intelligent, free, 
and independent people. Contrary to all former 
usage. the votes of the several States were counted 
with closed doors. I most seriously believe it is 
meant by the Federalists to dissolve the Govern- 
ment, and to excite Republicans to violence. Let 
not our friends by any act whatever countenance 
any turbulence. The resources of the people will 
triumph, and the authors of this agitation will be 
consigned to an infamy which will haunt them to 
the grave. 

The correspondent of the Philadelphia 
Gacetie wrote, after the balloting had pro- 
ceeded three days: 

Balloting has been again postponed hour. 
W hen the hour expires, and the members are called 
to proceed to it again, it is ludicrous to see some 
of them running with anxiety from the committee- 
rooms with their night-caps on. 

The temper of the Republicans of that 
day may be inferred from the comment 
made by the Philadelphia Aurora on the 
rumor that its party had arisen in arms. It 
said : 

Nof Republicans will be the last to have re- 
course to arms, but should the day arrive which 
JonaTuan Darton prophesied, that the Constitu- 
tion of the United States would be burnt at the 


point of the bayonet, we trust that every Repub- 
lican would be emulous of dying in the last ditch. 


At last better councils prevailed, and a 
Federalist caucus, under the influence of 
Mr. Baxann, of Delaware, and with a partial 
assurance that there would be no radical 
change of policy in case Jerrenson were 
chosen, abandoned the effort to elect Bonn. 
On the thirty-seventh ballot, a Federalist 
member from Vermont was absent, which

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THE COTTON TRADE. 

The English review of the cotton trade of 
that country for the year 1875-6 gives the 
state of the cotton industries all over the 
world. Despite the general disturbance in 
trade in all countries, the cotton trade as a 
whole has maintained itself generally. There 
were several periods during the year when it 
was disappointing and unsatisfactory, but in 
the figures of the year’s business there is a 
showins t a general progressive increase to 
meet the ants of mankind. The increased 
consumption of cotton by Great Britain dur- 
ing the year was over 100,000 bales, equal to 
46,000,000 pounds, while in the United States 
the total consumption of cotton was 1,356,- 
598 bales, an increase of 150,000 bales over 
the consumption of 1874-5. Considering the 
universal depression of trade, and the con- 
tinuance of hard times” everywhere, this 
continued progressive increase marks the 
permanency of cotton among the wants of 
mankind. There has been, of course, a de- 
cline in prices, and the increased consump- 
tion of cotton goods is perhaps one of the 
natural consequences of the reduction in 
prices. The British trade in nearly all of 
the other leading branches has experi- 
enced a heavy shrinkage, causing seri- 
ous losses, and the balance of na- 
tional industry has had to depend on the 
cotton trade. Great Britain expects to be 
able to maintain its precedence in cotton 
goods in all the markets of the world. The 
trade in cotton is a great auxiliary of other 
trade. Wherever she can sell cotton goods, 
she takes in exchange the products of the 
purchasers, and soon manages to add to the 
cotton a trade of some or all of her vast va- 
riety of manufactures. Her supremacy as a 
manufacturer is largely due to this facility 
of obtaining raw materials at far less cost 
than they cam be had by American or other 
protected manufacturers. She buys material 
cheap, and can sell the manufactured goods 
cheap. We have more costly materials, and 
have nothing to sell except at greater prices 
than the British. 8 

The fact to which we wished to draw par- 
ticular attention was the permanent charac- 
ter of the world’s demand for cotton, and, as 
the United States produce this great staple, 
the value of the cotton crop and the value of 
the peculiar class of labor by which it is pro- 
duced must also be permanent sources of 
wealth to the country. In time it is possi- 
ble that some intelligent party will discover 
that the manufacture of cotton to meet the 
world’s demands should be made a national 
industry, instead of being obstructed and 
prevented by prohibitory legislation. 


COUNTING VOTES NOT POLLED. 

It is difficult to know what degree of cred- 
ence to attach to the extraordinary state- 
ments contained in the special dispatches of 
H. V. Reprretp, from New Orleans, to the 
Cincinnati Commercial. In three dispatches 
sent on Wednesday night he declares his 
belief that the Returning Board intend not 
only to throw out the votes that were cast 
in the ‘‘ five intimidated parishes,” but to 
count for Hayzs all the blacks who make 
affidavit that they failed to vote for various 
reasons. He says that several hundred ne- 
groes from the ‘‘ bulldozed” parishes are at 
the Custom-House making affidavits that 
they wanted to vote the Republican ticket, 
but were intimidated, and thousands of oth- 
ers have been summoned to testify. ‘ All 
their affidavits,” he says, will be counted 
for Hayes. By this means, and throwing 
out the votes of the blacks who were com- 
pelled to vote the Democratic ticket, the 
Republicans will have a majority in the 
State.” 

We had heard vague intimations of an in- 
tention to pursue this course ; but no other 
correspondent of either party has ventured 
to boldly state that he had information which 
would justify the assertion that such a line of 
action was contemplated by the Returning 
Board. It was on the strength of the inti- 
mation we had received, that an attempt 
would be made to add votes to those cast 
equal to the number of persons failing to 
vote on the alleged ground of intimidation, 
that caused TAN Taisunez to say a few days. 
grsee is no precedent known to any election law 
that we ever heard of where the votes of persons 
not voting and not offering to vote can be counted, 
no matter how strong may be the presumption that 
if such votes had been polled they would have 
changed the result. 

Subsequent to the appearance of that 
article we procured a copy of the election 
laws of Louisiana, which set forth the powers 
of the Returning Board; but we have found 
no authority conferred on the Board to re- 
ceive and count votes that were not polled 
on election day. 

If upon proper proof, both sides having a 
right to appear and testify, it shall appear 
to the Board that at any precinct or polling- 
place violence, intimidation, armed disturb- 
ance, bribery, or corrupt influence, prevented 
a fair and peaceable election to be held, the 
Returning Board is authorized to exclude 
such impure vote from the returns; but 
there is not a word that we can find allowing 
the Board to make up a new election of 
those who failed to vote and return them. 
We are therefore of opinion that Reprizzp 
has got hold of some idle story or street ru- 
mor, swallowed it as a fact, and telegraphed 
it North as good sensational news.

THE LATEST ENGINEERING TRIUMPH. 

The greatest feat in engineering since the 
construction of the Suez Canal was brought 
to a successful termination a few days since 
in the compietion of the North Sea Canal. 
As early as 1819, when the fury of wind and 
river was fitting with sand-banks the channel 
connecting tue Zuyder Zeg with the North 
Sea, the merchants of Amsterdam foresaw 
that. tc save their city from the desolation 
that has befaliet the now n 2 the 
Zuyder, they must open an o to sen. 
A cut of but fifteen miles due eastward 
would have connected them with tide-water 
It is true there would have been difficulty in 
establishing a secure harbor at the sea-en- 
trance there, but, as compared with the mag- 
nitude of the whole undertaking, that diffi- 
culty was inconsiderable. But, with that 
astonishing stupidity that can be born only 
of provincial selfishness, the canal, which 
WI. LAM I., when the plans were submitted 
to him, declared should be cut on the 
route of that just opened, was run from Am- 
sterdam to the Helder,—the main entrance to 
the Zuyder Zee,—fifty miles. For a time 
this North Canal served its purpose —it took 
Amsterdam to the sea. But it takes two days 
for vessels by that route to reach the city 
from the Helder; the harbor there is much 
of the time exceedingly difficult to make, and 
the canal itself is too shallow for navigation 
by the ships of this era. 

It was these considerations that led to the 
projection of the present canal in 1865, to 
again avert the peril there was of Amster- 
dam’s being cut off from the sea. Since then 
the work has been steadily pushed through, 
considering the outlay at what in this 
country would be considered a very slow 
gait, since’ the entire cost of the canal has 
been but £2,000,000, or about $10,000,000 
inour money. The first difficulty encounter- 
ed in the work was that the level of the 
country, except for a short distance, was 
from twelve to twenty-seven feet below sea- 
level, and, instead of digging a channel to 
admit the water from the sea, banks had to 
be piled up to prevent the overflow of the 
country through which it passed. This re- 
gion—tbat is, what of it was not covered by 
water—had been reclaimed by dykes, and 
one of the objects to be attained ugh the 
North Sea Canal was to drain enti this 
inland lake, thus reclaiming more land. This 
has been done, and by pumping out of the 
ancient lakes into the canal already 12,450 
acres of land have been reclaimed, some of 
which has been sold as high as £120—or 
$600—per acre. ; 

Three miles from the west coast the route 
of the canal lay through the sand-dares, 
desert-barrens covered with shifting sands, 
like those along the Suez Canal. The diffi- 
culty to be overcome here, as in the Suez en- 
terprise, was to prevent the filling of the 
canal with sand-drifts, and also to guard 
against the washing-in of the banks by the 
waves caused by the passage of vessels. To 
accomplish this, as was done on the Suez 
Canal, the margin of the canal was sown 
with various plants, the matted roots of 
which holds the soil together, and besides 
the banks were walled or !ined with artificial 
stone, gravel, broken brick, and clay. 

As completed; the canal is fourteen and 
three-quarter miles long, has a breadth of 
eighty-eight feet at the bottom and 217 at 
the surface, and will pass vessels of twenty- 
three feet draught. While considerably 
shorter and a trifle shallower than the Suez, 
the North Sea Canal has been far more diffi- 
cult of construction, and relatively bids fair 
to be of greater impartance ; for it will 
maintain the commercial/ supremacy of Am- 
sterdam even after the Zuyder Zee shall have 
been dyked in and wholly drained, as is now 
proposed to do.

be, Mexico is to be congratulated upon having 
elected a President and knowing who he is. 

It is not exactly the sort of patriotism fitting 
this Centennial year, but it is of a piece with 
most that has been displayed in connection with 
the Centennial Exhibition, —the attempt of the 
stockholders to gobble, for distribution among 
themselves as dividends, the million and a half 
voted by Congress in aid of the enterprise. This 
amount, by the terms of the act, was to be re- 
paid to the United States before any profits 
were declared,—that is, before the Exhibition 
was turned into a private show enterprise. But, 
though without a dollar from the United States, 
there will be a surplus from receipts of over 
one million for distribution. They propose go- 
ing into the courts to gobble that million and a 
half, and probably can succeed, as claim-grab- 
bers seem always to do when they go into the 
courts. 


Mr. Lucius Ropinson, the emotional newly- 
elected Governor of New York, in an interview,

THE STRATHCLYDE DISASTER.

Clubbing his gun C struck Morely 
with it, crushing his skull and inflicting wounds 
that must prove fatal. Marble then shot Chap- 
man twice, once through his left arm and once 
through bis neck. Mrs. Marble at this instant 
shot and hit Marble in the shouldes. After this 
the parties drew off and the ucighbors came. 
Officers and doctors were sent for and Drs. 
Bartholomew, Ranney, Burch, and Nelson went 
to the place. Justice 8. E. Longyear im paneled 
a jury, and, after hearing the evidence, found 
that Ayers was killed by a gun in the hands of 
Chapman, and that Marble, Mrs. Marble, and 
Martin were accessories to the murder. Accord- 
ingly the whole party were taken to jail at 
ee

THE ROBBERS.

FARIBAULT, Minn., Noy. 16.—In the trial of 
the Younger brothers in the District Court of 
this county, the Grand Jury completed its con- 
sideration of the indictments at noon, and at 
8:30 the three brothers, Cole, Jim, and Bob, 
shackled together, and escorted by the Sheriff 
and a special guard of five, armed with needle- 
guns, were taken from the jail and brought be- 
fore the Court, and the indictments read to 
them. There are four indictments—one for the 
murder of Heywood, another for the murder of 
Nicholas Gustayson, a third for the assault on 
the bank clerk, A. E. Bunker, with intent to do 
great bodily harm, and a fourth for robbery. 
The indictments, except the murder of the 
Swede, are against the three. That is 
brought against Cole personally. 
The prisoners are defended by G. 
W. Batchelder and T. 8. Buckham, of this city, 
and Thomas Rutledge, of Madelia, while the 

rosecution is conducted by Attorney-General 

Vilson and County-Attorney George N. Baxter. 
From 500 to 800 people were in the vicinity of 
the jail and Court-House when the prisoners 
were led out, but there was no demonstration, 
the crowd seeming to be actuated by nothing 
more than curiosity to sce the famous bandits. 
The prisoners have almost entirely recovered 
from the wounds received during the great 
chase, and appear in excellent spirits for men 
in their situation. Each listened to the indict- 
ment intently, but showed no uneasiness, ex- 
cept Cole. Cole's case is the one charging 
him directly with the murder of the Swede. 
He said he had not expected this, and wlien it 
was read he changed color slightly, but speedily 
recovered himself. They will plead Saturday 
afternoon, and the trial will be called * 
though it is doubtful if the examination will 
commence before Wednesday, as me trouble 
is expected in getting a jury. It is not be- 
lieved possible to secure a jury which will inflict 
the death penalty, the most cxpected being a 
life sentence for Cole and shorter terms for Jim 
and Bob. All talk of lynching has subsided, 
and whatever is the result of the trial will be 
acquiesced in by the people. The sister and an 
aunt of the brothers are here, and appeared in 
court with them.

THE BOILER EXPLOSION. 
EXAMINATION BY THE CORONER’S JURY. 

The inquest on the body of Patrick Conners, 
who was killed by the boiler explosion at the 
Union Rolling-Mills, was held yesterday morn- 
ing at the Deering Street Station. 

MR. JOHN D. MURPHY, 

of No. 201 North Carpenter street, testified that 
he was City Inspector of Steam Boilers. He 
tested the boilers of the Union Rolling-Mills 
last on the 9th of July, 1876. He found ten 
boilers in the steel department, which were new 
and in good condition. Witness was required 
by law to test all boilers in the city once a year. 
He had that morning seen a statement in one 
of the papers that at the time of the accident 
there was a pressure of only sixty-five pounds, 
but witness had J ear 4 ut on a cold-water 

ressurc of ninety pounds to the square inch. 

e regarded it as perfectly safe to put on a 
pressure of eighty pounds under certain circum- 
stances. 

WILLIAM HEAFORD, 
of No. 42 North Curtis street, Ins r of 
Boilers for the Hartford Steam Boiler Insurance 
Company, testified that he had examined these 
boilers Sept. 3, 1876. They were at the time in 
goud condition. He inspected boilers every four 
months, under conditions of the insurance 


policy. 
L. T. PINNEY, 

of No. 7 Fig street, boiler-maker for the Union 
Rolling-Milis, was called. He said that he made 
these boilers iast fall, and they were put in place 
in the following spring. He was employed 
around the mills continually. He was in the 
mills until 6 o’clock on the evening before the 
explosion. Before he left the mills it was his 
rure to go around and look at the boilers, and 
everything belonging to his department. The 
new men were on for the night when he left, and 
everybody was working all right. As far as he 
knew nobody was in the habit of going 
out to get liquor; that was against 
the rules of the Company. He had known 
O'Leary for the past three years. At first he 
caine there as a fireman, then became a water- 
tender. He regarded him as a good, responsible 
man, and he perfectly understood his business. 
After the explosion he -examined the boilers, 
and discovered no signs of unfitness or any- 
thing that could have caused the explosion. 
The water inside the boiters could sometimes 
be warming, and then the water-tender might 
easily make a mistake about the quantity of 
water in the boilers. He ins the boilers 
Saturday night and found everything all right. 
There was a ramor that the boilers Nos. 8 and 9 
were leaking Saturday, but that was not so. It 
was No. 10 that exploded, and the concussion 


set off No.’Y. 
WILLIAM MARSHALL, 

engineer of the Rolling-Milis, testified that he was 
on duty the night of the accident at the west end 
of the engine-room. The first thing he heard 
was the noise of the explosion. Saturday night 
the water-tender, 0” bad reported that 
boil Nos. 8 aud 9 were leaking. On Sunday 
they’ were repaired, but witness would not have 
begu afraid to run through the week with this 
1 Witness was of the opinion that there 
was enough water in the ers at the time of 
the explosion. As near as he could tell, there 
was a pressure of sixty-five pounds. This pres- 
sure Was not too much. The average of pressure 
was about fifty-eight pounds. 

PATRICK KANE, 
one of the injured firemen, was examined at his 
house, and his written testimony was presented. 
It was simply to the effect that he had no idea 
as to the cause of the explosion. 

JOHN ROONEY, 
an engineer at the Rolling-Miils, was examined. 
He was present at the time of the accident. The 
explosiou occurred after shutting the dampers. 
He should think the ure was sixty-seven or 
sixty-eight pounds. He went outinto the engine- 
room and sat there about two minutes, and 
started back to open the dampers when the 
builers exploded. No one was to blame, so far 
as he knew. He had followed the business six 
or seven years, and thought he knew all about it. 

The jury returned a verdict of accidental 
death, without attaching blame to anybody.

GARRISON’S BILL. 


THE CITY’sS REPLY. 

The following is an outline of the points made 
by the city in its answer to C. K. Garrison’s bill 
for an injunction to restrain the city from abro- 
gating its contract with the Pcople’s Gas-Light 
and Coke Company and lighting the West Divis- 
ion with oil: The defendant avers that all the 
powers which the city has or ever had are de- 
rived from its charter, and at the time when the 
pretended contract was made by the Council the 
charter absolutely prohibited its making said 
agreement, and the People’s Gas-Light 
and Coke Company had notice thereof. 
The Council were the legislative branch of 
the City Government, and their powers were de- 
fined by the charter of the city and 
the laws of the State. The laws at 
that time in force provided that No 
contract shall be hereafter made by the 
Common Council, any committee, a member 
thereof, etc., etc., unless an appropriation shall 
have been previously made concerning such ex- 
pense.” No appropriation was made in this 


case. 

The defendant admits that an appropriation 
was made for 1876 for lighting, cleaning, re- 
pairing, and thawing lamps, and for salaries of 
Gas-Inspector, watchmen, meters, etc., but the 
Gas Company had no vested right in the ap- 
propriation, which was made for “ lighting the 
streets. The West Division did not comprise 
all the streets. It is insisted that the Council 
has the right to say how the appropriation shall 
be expended, and at the date of the filing of the 
bill the entire appropriation, with the exception 
of $23,000, had been exhausted. 

The answer then treats of the gas companies 
as monopolies, cites the enormous increase in 
the yearly expenses for gas; shows the adver- 
tised profits of the West Side Gas Campany; 
alleges that the city is unable to pay for gas at 
such a — price, and says that the supply and 

jon of gas are matters entirely under 
control of the Gas Company. The defendant 
insists that the city has a right to determine 
how much gas it shall use and what class of 
burners shall be put upon the lamp-posts. All 
conspiracy and attempted coercion of the Gas 
Company on the part of the city is denied, it 
being insisted that the Council in reducing 
the expenditure for street illumination have 
done nothing but their duty, demanded by the 
public at large. The defendant says that he 
does not know whether the complainant in this 
ease is the owner of 12,829 shares of the stock 
of the People’s Gas-Light & Coke Company, 
and does not know about his sending a resolu- 
tion to the Board of Directors of the Company 
at the date he specifies; but the defendant 
avers that at the time, to-wit: the 20th of Aug- 
ust, 1876, the City of Chicago had not deter- 
mined upon anything whatever in relation to 
the matter of gas, and that the said communi- 
cation is based upon an entire misapprehension 
of the facts, and then states that it the said 
complainant and the Directors of the 
Company have taken the action 
that they have, it was done by collusion, and 
that the said complainant has taken this step 
— oA for the purpose of 1 — — Court ju- 
risdiction when the People's Gas-Light & Coke 
Company could not obtain ju ion them- 
selves; and that this Court ought to look into 
it and to determine whether the suit is brought 
in good faith; and further, that the complainant, 
if his position is correct, has a perfect and ade- 
quate remedy at law, and that the Court has no 
jurisdiction over the subject at all; and the de- 
lendant insists that the Court has no powers to 
superintend the action of the City Council or 
determine in what manner it shall administer 
the public affairs.

Thereby hangs a tale which 
should be told in order that the above may be 
understood. Some time ago the Mayor ap- 
pointed Mr. Stafford Oil Inspector. The ap- 
pointment was made, Mr. Stafford to receive 
compensation under the State law. The Coun- 
cil, it seems, had passed an ordinance fixin 
the compensation at about twice the amoun 
allowed by the statute. Mr. Stafford addressed
